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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to the claims add limitations from a dependent claim to the independent claims. By doing 
so, Applicant has raised multiple 112 issues. For instance, as amended, claim 3 is vague and indefinite since it requires that the input-to- 
buffer switch have multiple stages where the input-to-buffer switch has already been limited to a single stage. In addition, Applicant 
argues that the cited prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest that the input-to-buffer switch is a single stage m by n crossbar switch. 
Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Agrawal discloses the use of a single stage crossbar switch for the buffer-to-output switch (col. 11, 
lines 19-28). The buffer-to-output switch is analogous to the input-to-buffer switch since the buffer-to-output switch approximately 
reverses the switching performed by the input-to-buffer switch (namely it takes a packet from a buffer group and switches it to a port 
rather than taking a packet from a port and switching it to a buffer group). Agrawal also discloses the benefits of a single stage crossbar 
switch (col. 11, lines 19-28). Thus, even though Agrawal discloses that the input-to-buffer switch comprises multiple banyan routers, it 
nonetheless would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use a single stage crossbar switch 
in view of the cited prior art. 
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
